THE WORLD-^f all the 
missed opportunities in the 
years since 1952, the worst, 
it seems to me, was President 
Eisenhower’s statement on 
the question of .school inte 
gration.

sonal views. 

Those who tried, 1 believe, 
were firmly convinced that 
the President would say that 
of course he favored full 
equality for all citizens—and 
their kids But it turned out 
differently. The flaunting of 
his authority by Gov. Fau- 
bu.s, segregationist violence 
perpetrated by resurgent 
Klansmen, and the prodding 
of members of his own party 
—none of these apparently 
has convinced liim that in¬ 
tegration now is desirable.

DESPITE EVENTS in Little 
Rock, Montgomery, Ala., and 
Cliton, Tenn. the President 
has persisted in pursuing a 
pas.sionless policy.

Once ho favored KERN'S 
natural gas legislation which 
would reverse a court deci¬ 
sion; another time he favor¬ 
ed the so-called “Tidelands 
bill” which upset anotlier 
court decree. 

THE ROLE OF ’THE CON- 
CILER—At his recent press 
conference the President fin- 
ially conceded that he might 
have told friends wo ought 
to go “slower’’ in integrating 
i.he public schools. From 
Faubus this brought the im¬ 
mediate re.sponsc, “I’m for 
Ike.” From Columnist David 
Lawrence, who has been in¬ 
creasingly critical of the 
President, came the observa¬ 
tion that Ike “reflected ac¬ 
curately the uneasiness of 
the whole country” on the 
integration problem. 

Others of more moderate 
views said that the Presi¬ 
dent’s answer was in line 
with his “m i d d 1 e-of-the- 
road’’ political-philo.sophy. 

These comments about the 
Eisenhower technique may 
all be accurate enough. But 
the thing that most of us 
who are white lose sight of is 
that it is the American Negro 
who has been practicing the 
“patience, tolerance — and 
consideration’’ vvhiclr the 
President believes that pres¬ 
ent situation demands. 

It’s now more than 90 
years since the Civil War and 
the freedom of the slaves. 

How long must Negroes wait 
for equal rights?

healthier existenee than they 
enjoyed in 18.50 they should 
first of all direct their atten¬ 
tion to the health problems 
of infancy. 

Today the standard texts 
in public health point to the 
accomplishments since Shat- 
tuck’s day and continue to 
recognize the field of child 
health as a basis for further 
advancement of the general 
health. 

IT HAS BEEN known for a 
long time that the health of 
children has its beginnings 
during the pregnancy of the 
mother. It is during this pe¬ 
riod that prompt medical at¬ 
tention, together with advice 
on diet, exercise, and hy- 
gyiene, pays off in better 
health for the baby as well 
as the mother. 

To this end public health 
departments have set up 
classes or discussion groups 
for expectant mothers. The 
primary objective of this ed¬ 
ucational service is to point 
out to these women the ad¬ 
vantages of early as well as 
periodic check-upg by their 
physicians o r obstetricians. 

In addition to emphasizing 
tlie values of good medical 
and hospital care, the public 
health nurse instructors ex¬ 
plain the health rules of 
pregnancy. 

It has been found that ex¬ 
pectant mothers are particu¬ 
larly interested in how they 
should care for the baby aft¬ 
er he arrives. By the time he 
does arrive, the mother has 
much factual information 
pertaining to such subjects 
as formula preparation, 
breast feeding, baby’s bath, 
special equipment for the 
baby, clothing, safety con¬ 
siderations, and health hab¬ 
its of infants. 

She has learned that in¬ 
fant health is not only a 
matter of eating and sleep- 
— ing but that it includes men¬ 
tal and emotional develop- 
“ ment as well. 

SHE IS CONSCIOUS of the 

fact that her baby's first year 
is probably the most impor¬ 
tant of his life, a period in 
which a foundation is laid 
for future health and happi¬ 
ness. She knows that a 
healthy happy baby does not 
“just grow” but rather that 
he is partly the product of 
good care, good environment, 
and wise guidance and train¬ 
ing. 

( During the last fiscal year, 
3,500 women attended classes 
conducted by the Los Ange¬ 
les County Health Depart¬ 
ment in 22 locations through¬ 
out the county. And, in ad¬ 
dition, child health confer¬ 
ences were regularly held in 
69 neighborhood health 
centers with a registration of 
oanoR infants and nre-school
